province. The officers were almost 
dumbfounded at the complete layout 
they discovered when they entered 

the premises suddenly on Friday 
night. Packwood and his son were 

in the midst of operations and a great __ 
quantity of liquor was on hand. The ‘ 
plant takes up most of the room in 
the basement of the big house. 

At the present price of alcohol and 
liquor, the value of the plant and the 
manufactured liquor runs into thou- 
sands. 

The Packwood family lived in the 
house, there being three or four 
other children, in addition to the eld- 
est boy, who is alleged to have help- 
ed his father run the place. 

George Walter Packard, 56 years Loe 
of age, and his son, George Aden 4 
Packwood, 27 years of age, who were 
arrested by inland revenue officers 
and city police on Friday night, where 
two stills and a large quantity of li- 
quor were found, faced charges under 
the Inland Revenue Act and ‘the Al- 
berta Liquor Act, in the police court 
on Saturday morning. 

The accused were not represented 
by counsel and the case was remand- 
ed until Tuesday morning. The elder 
Packwood refused to enter a plea until 
he had consulted a lawyer. His son

DESTRUCTION OF TIMBER 


In the Canadian Forestry Maga- 
zine, Mr. John R. Booth, the Ottawa 
lumberman, gives emphatic warning 
respecting the waste of our timber 
assets. Mr. Booth, who is 96, has 
spent a lifetime in the timber busi- 
|ness, and he knows from experience 
ithe disastrous results of the rapid de- 
pletion of our timber resources. The 
carelessness of mining prospectors in 
| particular he denounces as one of the 
prime causes of fires that devastate 
far more good timber than cutters 
would take in ten years. He says: 


“Take for example our Montreal 
River limit, 1,700 square miles that 
we bought a few years ago for 
$300,000 in open competition. That, 
| of course, is not the final’ payment, 
for we have ground rent, fire taxes 
jand cutting dues. The country was 
absolutely green at the time we 
bought. Spruce stood as thick al- 
most as cornstalks—a _ beautiful 
country, as fine as I ever saw. I 
could not find traces of a single fire 
over the whole extent. Well, we had 
it open only a short time when it 
was opened to prospectors, opened, 
mind you, without evidence of a 
solitary mineral showing on any part 
of it, no preliminary survey by geol- 
ogists. Tosthis day not a mine or a 
real prospect has been uncovered on 
that 1,700 square miles, but a horde 
of irresponsible men seeking non-ex- 
istent mines have destroyed from | 
one-half to one-third of that coun- 
|try. They have ruined as much tim- 
ber as would have kept our Ottawa 
mills running for 25 years, and the 
end of their devastation is not yet. 
The lumberman made the roads, the 
lumberman paid for the timber, but 
the Goverment opened wide the 
doors to the prospector, whose first 
incentive is to spread fire and clear 
off the surface of the rocks. 

Mr. Booth declares that for every 
dollar's worth of mineral taken from | 
the ground, a hundred dollars’ worth | 
of good timber has been destroyed, 
The country is forced to the edge of 
a timber shortage by fire, not by 
commercial utilization, That this is 
true is confirmed by all who know 
the remaining timber resources of 
Ontario and Quebec. We have no 
“inexhaustible” reserves. In about 
the same period that will see the Me- 
saba iron ore range in Minnesota 
exhausted, the anthracite mines of 
Pennsylvania almost done, the oil re- 
sources of the United States much 
depleted, our timber resources 
not unlikely to be in the same de- 
the United 


that section—areas which will suf- 
fice for half a century. We should 
have a public policy directed with 
far more vigor toward the preserva- 
tion and proper development of these 
valuable Northern assets. 


. B. FOREST FIRES REDUCED
